The Layman is te Ene because he frequently cannot discover 
the importance of much the Clergy maintain to be barriers to Reunion, and the 
Clergyman holds that the apathy of the Layman is due to lack of interest in the 
subject. The very instant the question assumes a practical form we find the Laity 
most vocal in their support of doing all that can done to end the divisions of 
Christendom. It was notably so during the Kikuyu controversy, and. when first the 
Lambeth Appeal to all Christian people was published, enthusiasm was roused, to be 
quickly damped by explanations that the Lambeth Conference did not mean what 
the untutored layman believed it to mean. 

Another Lambeth Conference draws near. And once more Reunion will be 
_ the. question to be discussed. The Conference has only a moral, not a legislative 
authority, but it has become increasingly the practice for the Anglican Communion 
to consider the decisions of the Conference as Regulative Principles to guide action. 
This gives them a unique importance, for principles that must be observed are of 
more value than rules which are based on the principles. We are told that the 
Slogan of the Conference. must be, “As in 1920,” which means that two voices will 
be heard and the generosity of an Appeal will once more be killed by the narrowness 
of Resolutions which are the offical interpretations of the Appeal “for our own 
people.” History is in the making, and it is practically certain that if the Anglican 
Communion maintain the rigidity of the Resolutions as guiding principles of action. 
the Communion will march out of step with the greater Reformed Communities of 
of the rigidity which the Resolutions advocated.
